CAIRO, Dec. 30 (Agencies) 
— President Anwar Sadat said 
Saturday Egypt’s demand for a 
ftnlr between a peace treaty 
wii£h Israel and a Palestinian 
settlement is “a matter of prin- 
ciple” without which these can 
be no agreement. 

He termed the issue a ma- 
jor hurdle blocking the con- 
clusion <>f a treaty, but he ap- 
peared confident it can be 
overcome. 

“The differences (with Israel) 
are nonsense except for link- 
age winch is a matter of prin- 
ciple, and we will not sign a 
treaty without it,” Sadat told 
some 72 visiting Egyptian scho- 
lars studying abroad. 

Israel has rejected the Ame- 
rican-hacked Egyptian propo- 
sal that Palestinian self-rule 
elections in the Israeli -occupied 
West Bank and Gaza be held 
by the end of 1979. 

Tel. Aviv has said it is ready 
for further negotiations on the 
aiftoncmy plan but without 
tying it to any target date. 

Other differences delaying 
conclusion of a peace treaty 
center -on whether it should 
supersede Egypt’s Arab defen- 
se commitments and on. when 
security arrangements in Sinai 
can be reviewed. Treaty nego- 
tiations have been at a stand- 
still since mid-November.

TEHRAN, Dec. 30 (Agencies) — Palace officials indicated 
Saturday that the Shah might leave the country temporarily if 
a civilian government can restore order in Iran. They insisted 
the Shah will never abdicate. 

Tbc statements appeared to be part of a campaign by 
the Shah’s supporters to bolster the chances of French-educated 
lawyer Sbapour Bakhtiar, 63, In trying to form a civilian 
government to replace the martial law regime. 

Thai effort received an apparent setback Saturday when 
National Front leader Karim Sanjabi refused to support 
Bakhtiar. In a statement after their hour-long meeting, San- 
jabi said he could not support any government "with the pre- 
sent illegal regime" and that the Front's council had expelled 
Bakhtiar, who had teen the deputy leader. 

It hgg fl p to appear that anno uncement of Bakhtiar's gov- 
ernment, would not come before Sunday at ibe earliest. 

Radio Iran said the two houses of parliament would meet 
in joint session Sunday following discussions Saturday between 
their speakers and the Shah. 

Official sources said the speakers had given the go- 
ahead for the Shah's plan to install Bakhtiar as premier. 

There was speculation that parliament would meet Sun- 
day to propose Bakhtiar to the Shah — in line with long- 
neglected constitutional rules under which parliament may tell 
the Shah whom it wants as premier. 

Fierce Fighting 

While political negotiations were under way, fierce fighting 
rocked major cities in Iran Saturday night as big crowds pres- 
sed their camp aign to oust the Shah. 

The heaviest fighting was reported in Mashhad, near the 
Soviet border in the country's northeast, and in Ahvaz, the 
country’s oil capital in the southwest. 

In Tehran, demonstrations and shooting flared in many 
areas- 

Rioting crowds attacked British. American and other for- 
eign-owned buildings in four provincial cities. (Related story 
on page 3) 

... A huge outbreak of shooting erupted Saturday night in 
Mashhad and eyewitnesses there reported that some troops 
had deserted. 

The eyewitnesses and other sources there said many people 
had died in the fighting. The sources claimed a large number 
of troops had joined the ranks of the anti-Shah protesters in 
the streets. 

'■‘One eyewitness said a group of soldiers in six army vehi- 
cifes, -pae- track anfr several - jeeps; -had joined crowds taking 
pari In the demonstrations. 

The official Iranian radio reported “heavy dashes” in 
Mashhad but did not give details. 

• Eyewitnesses inside the city’s Imam Reza Hospital said 
Saturday night that troops were pouring gunfire on the hos- 
pital because rioters who set fire to an army food depot and 
stolen food supplies bad taken refugee in the building. 

Western diplomats in Tehran said tremendous clashes 
were continuing between rioting crowds and security forces in 
Ahvaz after many foreign homes and offices there were set 
on fire. 

In another development the government Saturday gave in 
to two main demands of striking oil workers in an attempt 
to end a serious fuel shortage which is crippling Iran’s 
economy. 

The military governor of the oil province of Khuzestan, 
Gen. Boghrat Jafforian, said oil workers detained for any rea- 
son would be freed, according to the official radio. 

He also said tbe security of oil installations would be 
entrusted to the workers, implying that troops sent in when 
the strikes' began last month would be withdrawn. 

“It is self-evident that those who serve the industry would 
also protect it,” the radio quoted Jaffa nan as saying.’ 
Religious leader, Ayatollah Mahmoud Taleghani, had asked 
the authorities to accept two other demands of the strikers. 

They were a total ban on exports, including sales to 
Israel and South Africa, and reinstatement of workers evicted 
from company homes. 

No oil has been exported from Iran, the world's second 
largest exporter after Saudi Arabia, since the beginning of ibis 
week. Oil production, normally at over 6,000,000 barrels a 
day plunged to between 250,000 and 300,000 barrels a day, 
tbe radio said Saturday.

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IRAN CLIMAX 


The crisis in Iran is quickly coming to a head. The Shah 
will either overcome all his problems, which seems unlikely, 
or a military or opposition government will have to 
succeed Him. Reports of Washington's plans to send a naval 
force to the Gulf have been the final confirmation that the 
crisis is near its end. 

The Americans do not Intend to intervene directly in the 
Iranian crisis. Their show of ftfrce is meant as a warning to 
the Russians not to interfere. In recent weeks the two coun- 
tries have been trading charges of intervention in Iranian af- 
fairs. Of course, both are to blame for some of Iran's prob- 
lems but they are not the cause of the current uprising whose 
roots are strictly local. 

So far the Shah has survived thanks to the army whose 
discipline has surprised most observers. The danger now is 
not that the allegiance of the army will weaken but that the 
regime will not be able to meet its financial commitments to 
the military establishment in view of the deteriorating economic 
conditions in the country. The announcement that oil production 
has ceased may be exaggerated but oil supplies could not be 
very high. In addition, the country’s financial reserves have 
been exhausted — they were never high because of the Shah's 
ambitious plans. So the imminent collapse of the economy 
may bring the whole system down. 

At least a few people in Tehran do not seem to agree 
that the end is near. They talk of a civilian government headed 
by Dr. BakhUar. The situation cannot be frozen. The Shah 
will need the oil income to last a few more weeks but even 
then there is no guarantee that Dr. Bakhtiar will succeed since 
the powerful religious leaders remain determined to settle for 
nothing Jess than toppling the Shah. 

The dangers resulting from a change of regime In Iran 
must be put in proper focus. There have been warnings that 
the troubles in Iran are bound to spill over and engulf the 
whole region. This is true only if agitation continues in Iran 
and weak governments succeed one another. But any strong 
government will be an improvement on the present situation. 
If the Shah is fully restored in power — a distinctly faint pos- 
sibility — he will have to forget his foreign ambitions which 
have often given some Arab neighbors cause to worry and 
concentrate on rebuilding ibe home front. A military govern- 
ment will also be determined to improve the lot of the Iranians 
and will refrain from costly adventures that the weakened 
Iranian economy is ill-prepared to finance or sustain. The 
same applies to an opposition government supported by the 
rdSgious leaders. Here again, the emphasis wlH be on domes- 
tic problems to the exclusion of everything else. 

The Gulf states need not worry except for the case of 
continued troubles in Iran. They have lived with Shah govern- 
ments for years with only nrinimal problems and should con- 
tinue to do so if the Shah overcomes his problems. They 
should also be able to live with his successors.

TEHRAN — 

It begins with a handful of 
young men mingling with the 
street crowd, exchanging glan- 
ces, peering for signs of the 
army. Suddenly someone shouts

R enforcements stream in 
from nearby shops, office buil- 
dings and add streets. Some 
chant slogans against the Uni' 
ted States or the Shah, while 
others simply stand by and 
shout encouragement. 

Soon the crowd has swelled 
to several hundred, blocking 
traffic. Demonstrators weave 
through the stalled cars, plas- 
tering windows with anti-Shah 
slogans and encouraging moto- 
rists to blow their horns in 
support. 

Others build fires in the - 
streets, fueling them with card- 
board boxes, planks from cons- 
truction projects or whatever 
can be found. 

Suddenly someone shouts a 
warning and truckload of sol- 
diers appears. The troops order 
the demonstrators k> disperse, 
then fire warning shots is fee 
air. 

The crowd scatters, ducking 
into buildings, racing down side 
streets or through open win- 
dows, As if by prearranged sig- 
nal, the few dozen leaders, who 
appear to be middle class and 
between 18 and 25 years old, 
melt into the crowd, only to re- 
appear at another comer to be- 


gin the scenario again. 

This has been the pattern 
for the majority of demonstra- 
tions in Tehran over the last 
few weeks. The disorders, grow- 
ing out of a mixture of religious 
and political discontent with 
the Shah, have plunged Iran 
into its deepest crisis since the 
1953 coup feat returned the 
Shah to the throne after his 
ouster by then Prime Minister 
Muhammad Mossadeq. 

Most of the disorders have 
occurred in the downtown busi- 
ness area, paralyzing commer- 
cial activity and choking traffic. 
Since last weekend shoppers 
and office workers have had to 
duck for cover as troops open- 
ed fire tt> break up the demons- 
trations. 

Most of the demonstrators 
so far have been unarmed, and 
few have hurled anything more 
than abuse at the troops. As 
soon as soldiers make their 
move, die protesters nm. 

In most cases, three or four 
soldiers armed wife M-16 rifles 
with bayonets have been able 
to disperse crowds of several 
thousand. Troops have occa- 
sionally fired directly at de- 
monstrators, such as during a 
funeral march Wednesday, but 
most of the volleys have been 
in the air. 

Soldiers also have made litde 
effort to chase down demons- 
trators, although some ringlea- 
ders have been caught Pan of 
the army’s difficulty stmts from 
the protesters’ tactic of blending 
infertile street crowds.

U.S. outrage over oil prices

LONDON — 

Within hours of the oil pro- 
ducers announcing a phased 
145 per cent increase in oil 
prices for 1979, averaging 10 
percent over the year, the dollar 
went into another slide — a 
slide only constrained by heavy 
support by the central banks of 
the Western nations. 

Inevitably, it has been the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries (OPEC) which 
has been blamed for this new 
setback to world growth. 

The US. administration in 
particular was loud in its pro- 
testations of the "damage" of 
the OPEC move and the suf- 
fering it will cause. 

Other Western countries have 
been a little more disingenuous, 
pointing to fee harm it would 
cause the poorer nations rather 
than the damage it would do to 
themselves. But even Britain, 
whose North Sea assets give it 
more reason than most to wel- 
come a. rise in oil prices , has 
modestly declared that fee effect 
of fee OPEC decision on world 
trade gives the country little 
cause for comfort. 

But the chorus of disappro- 
val which greeted OPEC's de- 
liberations in Abu Dhabi owes 
far more to politics than to eco- 
nomics. 

The U-S. administration es- 
pecially was caught wife egg on 
its face, hence the fury of its 
initial response. It believed that 
the rise would be lower and 
Had told its allies in Europe and 
elsewhere that it had fee situa- 
tion well under control. 

In the event, the overall rise 
was larger than expected in 
Washington. But it is not that 
large in real economic terms. 


The producers have, quite 
justifiably, taken advantage of 
market conditions and the add- 
ed strains of Iran's problems to 
reverse fee previous tide of fall- 
ing real prices. But they 
have cleverly staged the in- 
crease in three consecutive 
jumps, both to give a conti- 
nued market incentive for oil 
companies to purchase in ad- 
vance of the next increase Johns' 
assuring fee increase is main- 
tained through fee normal sum- 
mer dip) and to ease the burden 
on world trade, to which the 
producers' fortunes are as close- 
ly tied as the consumers. 

The 14.5 per cent increase by 
October in practice works out 
at slightly less than 10 per cent 
over the year as a whole. This 
is broadly consistent with the 
expected U.S. inflation rate in 
1979 while, for other countries, 
the dollar fall will go far to 
compensate for fee increase. 

Some of the poorer nations 
will suffer, but for most of the 
developing countries, whose 
currencies are closely tied to the 
dollar, the direct impact could 
be a great deal more moderate 
than appears on the surface. 

The U.S. was heading for res 
newed dollar problems and a 
slow-down in growth well be- 
fore the OPEC decision. The 
main sources of growth for 
1979. Germany and Japan, are 
likely to be much less affected 
because of the special strength 
of their currencies against fee 
dollar. 

As the OECD pointed out in 
its December forecast, the im- 
pact of the rise on fee Western 
industrial economies might seem 
big in broad figures, by raising 
fee total import bill by some 
S19 billion and inflation rates 


by just over half a percent in 
1979. in practice, however, it 
was likely to cause little change 
to the Organization's generally 
optimistic growth forecasts. 

Yet, if oil in itself is less im- 
portant tt> fee dollar and world 
trade than other factors, fee 
OPEC decision showed deary 
enough that oil cannot be left 
out of the equation any longer. 

That is the real importance 
of the U.S. reaction. In the end 
it will be Saudi Arabia and the 
U.S. which will decide the fu- 
ture course of oil supplies and 
prices. 

In Abu Dhabi, Saudi Arabia 
clearly signalled that, while it 
continued to believe in restraint, 
it also accepted fee argument of 
other producers that prices 
should now start to recover fee 
ground lost in the last few years 
of surpluses. 

The U-& administration’s an- 
guish at this attitude is under- 
standable enough. But the U.S. 
itself has fee power to influen- 
ce events either way. It has al- 
ready done surprisingly well in 
curbing the growth of oil im- 
ports, but the size of America’s 
pull on foreign oil continues to 
hang gloomily over fee world 
market. 

Neact year will see President 
Carter face the crucial question 
of decontrol of domestic oil 
prices as fee current legislation 
runs oat Whether OPEC’s deci- 
sion will help or hinder him in 
taking feat decision has yet to 
be seen. But it has at least den- 
ted the over-optimism and easy 
forecasts of energy surpluses 
and falling prices feat have be- 
come common currency in 
America in the past year. —

A crescendo of a mi -Shah 
rioting has struck Iran — a 
country which many had thou- 
ght was a stable link in a chain 
of Mideast countries friendly 
to the West, A peace treaty bet- 
ween Israel and Egypt would 
stabilize fee southern end of 
fee chain, but the situation in 
Iran has added an unforeseen 
radical element wife an adverse 
effect on fee momentum toward 
peace. 

President Carter sent Secre- 
tary of State Cyrus Vance on a 
Mideast mediation effort and 
drew Israel's wrath when Wash- 
ington backed Cairo’s proposed 
treaty changes.

A matter of principle

SINGAPORE, — 

Now ifaai China has "nor- 
malized" relations wife both 
Japan and fee United States, k 
now faces fee problem of how 
to deal wife another erstwhile 
adversary — Taiwan. 

With fee folding of the Ame- 
rican defense umbrella over 
Taiwan, four possibilities enter 
gc: armed "liberation" of fee 
island by fee Communists; a 
negotiated, loose-fitting political 
union wife an adjustable belt; 
a mutually profitable economic 
partnership, wife Taiwan, in the 
commercial role of an offshore 
capitalist haven tike Hong 
Kong; or nothing. 

They could occur in reverse 
order. President Chiang Ching- 
kuo of Taiwan has reacted to 
Washington's diplomatic recog- 
nition of China by putting his 
armed forces on full alert and 
declaring feat he will never ne- 
gotiate with fee Chinese or any 
other Communist regime. Un- 
less he is put under intolerable 
pressure, therefore, he may 
stack up his bargaining chips, 
talk for time by conducting a 
desultory dialogue with Peking 
through cutouts in third coun- 
tries, but otherwise run fee is- 
land as tightly as before. 

He would be comforted - by 
fee conviction that China can 
□o more mount a cost-effective 
invasion of Taiwan than Tai- 
wan can of China. And 
that conviction was str- 
engthened last week, when 
American officials confirmed 
that fee U.S. would supply him 
wife another 5625 mStion worth 
of sophisticated weaponry over 
the next five years. 

The Communists have agreed 
to exchange ambassadors wife 
the U.S while simultaneously 
condemning continued Ameri- 


can arms sales for the defense 
of Taiwan as totally unaccept- 
able; feus "natcing it dear that 
recognition came first, and their 
"sovereign right" to liberate fee 
"province" was a matter of 
principle, not practice. 

The practice would prove too 
painful. The People’s Libera- 
tion Army is staked out across 
China by fee Soviet threat in 
the north and the hostility of 
fee Vietnamese in fee south. ' 
Taiwan ties across 90 mites 
of malevolent sea, and fee 
Americans have estimated feat 
Poking could not throw more 
than 100,000 troops across fee 
intervening steak in the initial 
assault, against a first-line de- 
fense of a quarter of a million 
men wife double feat number 
behind them. Everything from 
the formidable terrain to fee 
formidable Taiwanese air force 
increases fee odds against a 
cheap success for China — and 
a nudear war against Chinese 
"kinsmen" would be unthink- 
able. 

These objections pale, how- 
ever, when set beside fee prob- 
able impact on (he policies of 
outraged leaders in Washington, 
Tokyo, and even fee capitals 
of Europe, which could leave in 
ruins both China’s ambition to 
rally fee world against Russia, 
and a crash program for mod- 
ernization heavily dependent 
on foreign credit, technology 
and good will. 

It is significant feat as Wa- 
•shington and Peking have cau- 
tiously felt feeir way towards 
a handshake, fee Communists 
have not launched a serious 
foray against the Nationalist 
"Gibraltar" of Quemoy, al-

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Sudan: A growing promise

KHARTOUM - The first 
surprise is the iushness the 


Nile brings to what is. after 
all, a city in a great desert. 
On n&jv hdLLeft days the pro- 
menade on t<he bank, is dark 
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A stElriy mosque in KJiartoum 


and cool, shaded by hundreds 
of trees. At one landing men 
in flowing robes and women 
in gossamer African saris, their 
package?, sacks of coal and 
sugar and small herds of goats 
are loaded onto creaking fer- 
ries which cross over to Tutii 
Island. Across the street from 
the ferry point is the huge, 
gleaming Friendship Hall, 
scene of the pan-African and 
pan-Arab meetings which re' 
fleet President Jaafor N-uraei- 
ri’s growing role in regional 
politics. Recently the nearby 
cinema showed “The Wedding 
of Zeao,” an internationally 
prize-winning film spotlighting 
traditional Muslim village life 
in northern Sudan, “Zein” 
played on Che heels of “Satur- 
day Nigh 1 Fever", and both 
drew equally enthusiastic 
crowds. 


In Khartoum, where tbe 
Blue Nile meets the White 
Nile on its long, life-giving 
flow to the sea. one feels the 
pulse of a country whioh has 
deep, elaborate roots in the 
post, but which is on tbe brink 
of significant economic — and 
thus social — *■ change. Dr. T.. 
a Dinks tribesman who stu- 
died medicine in the U.S. and 
Germany, speaks for many 
educated young Sudanese as be 
sits at an outdoor table of a 
famous watering bole left over 
from colonial times. 


“With luck and the present 
gvernment, I think the coun- 
try wtfll develop quickly now,” 
be says. “But we are still at 
<he Stage where professionals 
stay or come back only out of 
love or a sense of duty, not 
for the money or the opportu- 
nity. Fortunately , there are 
more of these dedicated peo- 
ple every day, but 1 still see 
more Sudanese doctors in Lon- 
don 4b on I do here.”

And tile gap between ihe 
college graduate and the ave- 
rage Sudanese is still great in 
trany ways: a year at the Uni- 
versity of Juba, for instance, 
costs 20 times the per capita 
income of the country, and 50 
times the average income in 
the region where it is located. 

But economic change is im- 
minent. brought on by inter- 
national faith — pledged in 
bard cash — in the stable go- 
vernment created by Numeiri 
in the seventies, and by a new 
look at natural resources. 

Probably the mo*t dramatic 
potential comes from oil, 
wtu ch has been found in the 
swampy south. Hopes are run- 
ning high among natives of the 
area, poorer than the rest of 
Sudan, that black gold will fi- 
nance local development pro- 
jects and change lives here a? 
it has changed those in tbe oil 
countries across the Red Sea. 

But the question of whether or 
not the oil is there Ln com- 
mercial quantities remains un- 
answered. In tbe -past three 
year?. Chevron has spent about 
$60 million exploring the mar- 
shes of the Upper Nile provin- 
ce, but it appears that discove- 
ries are not yet big enough to 
justify a major oil field deve- 
lopment program. Neverthe- 
less, Chevron is bock continu- 
ing the search now that the 
dry season has begun. 

If and when big strike? are 
made in the south, there re- 
mains the difficult proposition 
of budding pipelines from the 
wells to the export point at 
Port Sudan, and to the indus- 
trial area around Khartoum. 
And tbe country’s lack of in- 
frastructure is a problem: al- 
though the barge and railroad 
route is only 2,000 kilometers 
long, consignments from Port 
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Sudan may /take six months or 
more to reach the oil deposit 
area. 


Construction schemes too 
wiH invigorate the economy 
and provide employment. A 
respected Middle East econo- 
mic journal is calling Sudan 
“one of the largest civil engi- 
neering markets in the Third 
World.” There is a new port 
to be built at Suakin, south 
of Poet Sudan, aod one pro- 
ject— the Jonglei diversion ca- 
nal — rivai? the mammoth ear- 
tbmovirig work at Jubail. Tbe 
Jonglei will be 280 kilometers 
long and 52 meters wide runn- 
ing between Khartoum and 
Juba, the major city of the 
south. Cutting through tbe 
endless swamps, it will become 
a year-round navigable water- 
way and reduce the three 
weeks it now takes to travel 
between tbe dtie? by steamer. 
It will also irrigate 1.5 million 
acres and thus boost agricul- 
tural output by about S75 
million a year. 

Apiculture, of course, is 
the gleam in Arab eyes when 


they look at Sudan. Touted 
as tbe future “breadbasket of 
the Arab world,” Sudan ha* 
over 200 million acres of ara- 
ble land. Two out of three la- 
borers work in agriculture, yet 
today only about 16 per cent 
of potential farmland is culti- 
vated. The Arab countries, in- 
cluding Saudi Arabia, have a 
$6.5 billion, 10-year program 
to expand Sudan’s output, and 
hope someday cheap and plen- 
tiful food will be on the tables 
of its less fertile sister coun- 
tries in the Middle East. 

Yet all of Sudan’s economic 
hopes — oil, construction, bread- 
baskets — are being endanger- 
ed by to lack of communica- 
tions and transportation. Even 
the casual observer encounters 
numerous examples to show 
how serioudy the problem af- 
fects tbe simplest movements 
of its people and grandest sche- 
mes for development. Dr. T.. 
for instance, has been waiting 
for days for a confirmed reser- 
vation home: be doesn't want 
to make the three- week stea- 
mer trip through die jungle, 
but bis original flight was can- 
celled when a 737 taking off 
from Juba collided with six 


cows wandering on the run- 
way, and all flights this week 
are booked- Tourists from 
Saudi Arabia were told by tbe 
national airline .they might be 
stuck in the jungle town of 
Malakai, a scheduled stop, as 
‘There isn’t usually any fuel 
there for the airplane'.’’ An 
American consultant working 
for the Sudanese government 
needs to con tad his colleague 
ai Atbara, only about 500 ki- 
lometers away, but finds it 
easier to telex his New York 
office and have it pass the 
message to Atbara than he 
does to telephone direct or te- 
lex within the country. 

The transportation situation 
won’t be solved quickly, des- 
pite a government push to 
build more road? and moder- 
nize the train system. Jn all 
of Sudan, which is the largest 
country in Africa and one- 
third the tize of the continen- 
tal U.S., there are only 515 
males of paved highways. 
Other roads are ■ impassable 
during much of the year be- 
cause of desert winds or tor- 
rential rains. A U.S. team in 
the country now to upgrade, 
the railroads says the trains 


are cheap and there are 4,500 
miles of track, but equipment 
is old, slow, and in some areas 
trains come in only once a 
week. Of 140 locomotives, said 
one engineer, only five or six 
were in lop working condition. 
Most of the track is narrow 
gauge, which makes it unsuit- 
able for most modern equip- 
ment In the nineteenth cen- 
tury, be said, the British had 
dreams of a iran.*- African rail- 
road and sized the Sudan sys- 
tem to he consistent with ivhat 
they were laying down in Egypt 
and Gape 1 Town. And there 
are other unique constraints to 
modernization: extensions to 

the west built as late as tbe 
1950's, he added, were cons- 
tructed in the presence of ma- 
rauding lions. 

A blend of outside capital, 
the return of flailed and edu- 
cated manpower and realistic 
planning will develop the na- 
tural potential of Saudi Ara- 
bia’s neighbor across the Red 
Sea; but for now it as still the 
two Niles, sometimes in tor- 
rents and sometimes placid 
pools, often twisting back on 
themselves, which continue to 
symbolize Sudan.

EKOFISK CENTER. Nor- 
th Sea — It is the world's most 
costly hotel, serving the 
world’s biggest city at sea. 
Space is booked months in ad- 
vance. 

The 106 rooms cost more 
than SI million earis to build, 
and each has a fine ocean 
view, although obscured at 
times by fog. And it can he 
unsettling when 12-meter wav- 
es begin pounding the struc- 
ture's sdlt-uke foundations. 

The Ekofisk Hotel provid- 
es sleeping accommodations 

for 2 CO oil workers who heir- 
man this vast drilling and 
pumping complex ir. toe 
middle of the North Sea. It’s 
one of the engineering marvels 
of the age. 

The hotel is for selected^ ra- 
cialists and visitors. r.vsry 
night. 3.000 men _ bed down 
elsewhere in the Ekofisk net- 
work — on oil platforms, bar- 
racks ships, or supply vessels 
and barges. 

The far-flung installations 
are linked b7 helicopter. Twice 
a day. SCO rr.er. are ferried 
from sleeping quarters to 
working platforms, and vice 
versa. Another if daily chop- 
per flights 'link Ekofisk ^ with 
Phillips Petroleum headquar- 
ters in Stavanger, Norway, 
290 kras away. 

The Ekofisk complex — the 
name comes from a mythical 
Norwegian tale — is ownec 
and operated by the Philips 
Norway Group and consists of 
30 petroleum operating ?’- at ‘ 
forms, nfcoui half oi wmch 
have some kind o? sleeping 
accomm odaS on s. 

The whole apparatus is de- 
signed to exploit the largest oil 
field in the North Sea. which 
lies in Norwegian territory. 

In the past 30 years. Phi- 
lips has sunk abottt S5 billion 
into the Ekofisk complex and 
expects to invest another bil- 
lion But the Investment is al- 
ready paying off: Phillips is 
pumping about 360.000 bar- 


rels of oil a day. with the 
promise of increasing produc- 
tion to 650.000 barrels a day 
by 1981. 

The oil is pumped directly 
to Teeside in England by sub- 
marine pipeline, and a billion 
cubic feet f2S.5 million cubic 
meters) of natural gas, pro- 
duced by the same wdls, is 
fed by pipeline to Emdee, 
West Germany. 

“We are drilling arid pro- 
ducing at the same time,” 
Forest Morgan, senior Phil- 
lips executive, said recently.

Morgan. 54. said the Eko- 
fisk operation has made Phil- 
lips unmatched in the field of 
difficulty offshore oQ produc- 
tion. 

“There have been offshore 
rigs in the Gulf of Mexico for 
years." he added, “but they 
abandon the platform when 
the winds get up to 60 knots. 
Out in the" North Sea. we’re 
still drilling in 90 knot winds.

The platforms in the Eko- 
fisTc complex are designed to 
withstand maximum weather 
conditions, waves up to 75 
feet and winds up to 125 
knots.

GEORGETOWN, Guyana 
— Late in the afternoon of 
Nov. 20, a small, twin-engine 
Guyanese Air Force plane load- 
ed with treasure lifted off from 
the Port Kaituma airstrip 
where Rep. Leo Ryan, D-Calif-- 
and four other members of his 
party had been killed only two 
days before. 

On the plane were Ptolemy 
Reid, Guyana’s deputy prime 
minister, and Viola Burnham, 
whose Husband, L. Forbes 
Burnham, has ruled this coun- 
try as prime minister for al- 
most 15 years. 

Reid and Mrs. Burnham had 
spent the afternoon of Nov -.0 
viewing the carnage that had 
then just been discovered at 
Jonestown. 

Few people in Guyana know 
that Reid and Mrs. Burnham 
personally brought more than 
SI million in currency, gold 
and iewlery uncovered among 
the ruins of the Peoples Tem- 
ple back to government head- 
quarters in Georgetown. 

Fewer still know where the 
valuables are now, six weeks 
later, although police officials 
who confirmed that th e 

cache was aboard the plane 
assure foreigners who ask that 
the fortune is still intacL 

Despite assurances such as 
these, opponents of the Burn- 
ham government have begun 
to ask embarrassing questions 
about the relationship that ex- 
isted between the Guyanese 
government and the Peoples 
Temple and have begun calling 
for an independent investiga- 
tion into all aspects of the 
Jonestown affair. 

Last week, for example, the 
head of the Catholic church 
in Guyana, Bishop Benedict 
Singh, sent an open letter to 
President Arthur Chung, this 
country’s ceremonial head ot 
■state, asking that such an in- 
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vestigation be held. 

The tragic events of Jones- 
town in which over 900 per- 
sons were murdered or com- 
mitted suicide have raised ser- 
ious questions which still re- 
main unanswered, the bishop 
said. The integrity of many 
public figures and institutions is 
being questioned 

In order to restore public 
confidence, there is urgent need 
to set up an independent com- 
mission to investigate the 
foundation of the settlement at 
Jonestown and the causes that 
led to the final disaster. Bishop 
Singh said. So far. Chung has 
not replied.

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Dividends high while stocks stagger 


_ _ YORK, Dec, 30 (AP) — While stock prices were 
to break even, dividends on common shares logged 
*«tr third straight year of strong growth in 1978. 

Although the leading market, indicators bounced up and 
down sharply in record-breaking activity for much of the 
year, most of them dosed Friday wfth only modest net changes 
from their end-of-1977 levels. 

'Die Dow Jones Average of 30 industrials, which posted 
a 3.46 loss to 805.01 for the past week, finished the year with 
a net decline of 26-16 points, or 3.15 per cent. 

The New York Stock Exchange Composite Index, off .15 
at 53.62 on the -week, managed a 2 per cent gain for the 


The one strong performer at the leading exchanges was 
the American Stock Exchange Market Value Index, After dec- 
lining .29 to 150-56 for the week, the Index showed a 17.7 per 
cent rise for 1978 as many smaller “secondary” issues outper- 
formed the big-name blue chips for the second straight year. 

Big board vohane averaged 25.13 million shares a day. 
for the week as the exchange completed its first .7 billion- 
stare-phis year. 

Dividends paid by cotnpaines in the Standard and Poor’s 
500 increased 9-9 per cent during the year, according to esti- 
mates by Standard and Poor's analysts. 

This continued expansion in payouts was emphasized in 
the waning days of the year by dividend increases approach- 
ing 20 per cent announced by such “glamor” companies as 
International Business Machines and -Texas Instruments. 

The past year’s dividend growth rate was the third largest 
since 1950, Standard and Poor noted, ranking only behind 
1977*8 35.3 pear cent and \91(>& 10.1 .per cent. . 


Profits of the Standard and Poor 500 companies increased 
by some 1(18 per cent in the past year, the firm estimated, 
making the courses of earnings and dividend activity virtually 
parallel. 

Thus the payout ratio — the percentage of earnings which 
companies pass through to their shareholders — remained in 
the 42*43 per cent range, where it stood in 1977. 

After a long decline from more than 60 per cent in 1970 
to 40.5 pear cent in 1974, the payout ratio has been slowly 
chmbing again. Standard and Poor suggests that this has stem- 
med from rising pressure from holders, including many large 
institutions, for bigger dividends. 

“Companies’ more liberal attitude with regard to dividend 
hikes in recent years must be attributed in large part to grow- 
ing awareness of shareholders’ emphasis on yields as an offset 
to the price risks inherent in common stock ownership.” Stand", 
ard and Poor said. 

“The stock market's erratic performance, high yields 
available on alternative investments, and continuing rapid 
inflation have contributed to the demand for dividend in- 
creases.” 

The firm said that demand is likely to persist in 1979. but 
nevertheless envisions a slowing of the dividend growth rate 
because of “the uncertain condition of the economy.” 

“Although we are tentatively projecting an 8 to 9 per cent 
increase in corporate profits in the coming year, much of the 
gain should reflect tax-rate reductions and inventory profits 
stemming from inflation,” the firm said. 

“This, plus the high cost of borrowed money, will make 
companies think twice about further liberalizing payments to 
. shareholders, ” it added.

But the United States can 
continue trading with Taiwan, 
aides to Strauss said. Signing 
of the agreement now was im- 
portant because it may be mon- 
ths before new diplomatic ar- 
rangements are made. 

UJ>. trade officials, have con- 
centrated on trade with Taiwan 
■because it is a major source 
of VS. imports. 

After six mouths of nego- 
tiations, each side agreed to 
about S3 billion, worth of con- 
cessions. said an aide to 
Strauss. 

Taiwan agreed to reduce ta- 
riffs on industrial and agricul- 
tural products from the United 
Stales. 

The United States also ag- 
reed to tariff reductions bene- 
fiting Taiwan, bus the products 
were not disclosed. 

The aide said the conces- 
sions are important to the 
wortd trade negotiations now 
under way in Geneva.

Woodcock sees battle for China post

PEKING, Dec. 30 tAP) — 
Leopard Woodcock wants to 
be the U.S. ambassador to Pe- 
king but said the Senate con- 
firmation hearings could prove 
a “battleground” for conserva- 
tive legislators opposed to sac- 
rificing diplomatic ties with 
Taiwan for oonnalized rela- 
tions with Ctena. 

Woodcock, who currently 
heads the U-S. Liaison Office 
in Peking, said Saturday that 
President Jimmy Carter has 
doc apprpacbed him with a 
job offer. He said they would 
discuss it when he returns to 
WasJanjgtoo ' Jan. 23 to help 
prepare for the visit of Vice 
Premier Teng Hsaao-ping. 

u h is posabfle, as some have 
indicated, that confirmation of 
whoever is named ambassador 
could be a battleground,” 
Woodcock said. 

Carter announced the recog- 
nition of the People's Republic 
of China Dec. 15 while Con- 


gress was not in session. Since 
Che president made his decision 
by executive order, there will 
be no public forum for oppo- 
nents to thrash out the issue of 
commitments to the Nationa- 
list Chinese government on 
Taiwan. 

U.S. recognition of the Peo- 
ple's Republic of China will 
take place Jan. 1 and the two 
nations will exchange ambassa- 
dors March 1. 

Woodcock said there would 
be nothin g to giin in congres- 
sional resistance to the admi- 


traL He said that was the key 
to Outer's decision to recog- 
nize the Asian ginm 

Woodcock said Deputy For- 
eign Minister Han Hsaen-nien 
told him, “The American side

Bombs mark end of Italy s year 


ROME, Dec. 30* (UPI) — 
Bombings and a possible gov- 
ernment crisis marked the next- 
to-last. day of a year that saw 
29 assassinations and a politi- 
cal scandal that toppled Presi- 
dent Giovanni Leone. 

Terrorists bombed an empty 
Rome discotheque and a real 
estate agency and set fire to 
political offices in the south, 
causing, extensive damage but 
no injuries. 

Terrorists killed 29 persons 
and wounded 57 during 1978. 
In the most traumatic case. 
Red Brigades members kidnap- 
ped ex-premier Aldo Moro in 
March. They dumped his bul- 
let-riddled body in an aban- 
doned car in Rome 54 days 
later. 

The year also saw a wave of 


common crime. There were 42 
kidnappings for ransom — 
down from the 1977 record of 
76. Three kidnap victims have 
been found dead, two are long 
missing ‘and feared dead and 
relatives are negotiating ran- 
som payments for another 12. 
The remaining 25 were either 
freed for ransom or rescued 
by police. 

The closing days of the year 
also saw new threats to the 
life of Premier Giulio Aod- 
reotti's Christian Democratic 
minority government, which 
has owed its survival to Com- 
munist and Socialist support 
since the left gained heavily in 
the 1976 elections.

The 1968 rioting centered 
around the Sorbonne and Nan- 
terre Universities in Faria 
Cohn-Bendit was a 23- 
year-oid sociology student at 
Nanterre at the time and 
quickly became leader of a 
student uprising that evolved 
into an all-out leftist assault 
on the leadership of President 
Charles de Gaulle. 

Cohn-Bendit returned r© 
West Germany at the height 
of the riots and was banned 
from returning. He slipped 
back into France briefly, but 
was expelled.

Coldest Dec. 30 for €3 years 


Europe chills, Moscow freezes 


MOSCOW, Dec. 30 (AP>— 
Moscow was frozen with its 
coldest weather in 63 years 
Saturday, with temperatures 
plummeting to -38 degrees Cel- 
sius and frost settling over ma- 
ny parts of the icy city. 

Moscow radio reported that 
temperatures predicted far 
Sunday would be the coldest 
on Dec. 3] in 300 years. 

The Ministry of Public 
Health and Safety warned pa- 
rents not to keep their chil- 
dren outside for too long be- 
cause of the increasing danger 
of frostbite. 

Even parts of Siberia do not 
get that cold, though a nor- 
thern pocket near the town of 
Oymyakou, known as the 
“Pole of Cold" has tempera- 
tures as low as -50 to -70 
degrees Celsius. 

The Moscow Meteorological 
Center reported Saturday the 
city’s thermometers did not 
reach higher than -34 degrees 
ail day. 

The lowest temperature ever 
recorded for Dec. 30 was in 
1915, when the thermometer 
reached down to -38.5 degrees

Celsius. By contrast, 1968 
joyed a “heat wave" of 
degrees Celsius. 

Earlier. Europeans suffered 
some of their worst weather of 
the year Friday. 

Blizzards howled through 
Scotland and northern Germa- 
ny, the waited, medieval city 
of York, England, was flood- 
ded and heavy seas battered 
the Italian Riviera around 
Portofino. 

A blizzard, at times packing 
winds of -hurricane farce, 
swept through Scotland and 
northern England. 

British police said more than

Cyprus protests to U.N. 
over new Turkish party 


NICOSIA. Dec. 30 (R; — 
The Cyprus government has 
complained to the United 
Nations about the formation 
of a political party in the Tur- 
kish-occupied pan of the 

island. 

The Cyprus news agency said 
Saturday the government had 
sent a letter to Secretary-Gene- 
ral Kurt Waldheim pointing out 


that a “Turkish Unity Party" 
was established earlier this 
month with a policy of even- 
tually integrating occupied nor- 
thern Cyprus with Turkey. 

The party had been formed 
mainly by settlers from Ana- 
tolia who had migrated after 
Turkey invaded Cyprus in 
1974 and occupied part of the 
island, the agency said. 
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But two High-level working groups in Washington are 
monitoring the situation in Iran closely, one at the White House 
under deputy National Security Council director David Aaron 
and a larger inter-agency group headed by State Department 
Undersecretary for Political Affairs David Newsom. 

U-S. concern over what jt sees as Soviet interference in 
Iran was stepped up Friday when a U-S. official — speaking 
authoritatively for the government — said radio broadcasts 
beamed by Moscow toward Iran, were aimed at undermining 
the stability in the country. 

The flat denial that the Constellation would head toward 
the Gulf was seen by diplomatic sources in Washington as in- 
dicating that the United States did not want o be seen as doing 
anything that would upset the already -delicate situation in Iran 
as efforts were being made to install a new civilian government.
